Bronchiectasis is a foi-tn of chronic 


infection of the lilng with the persist- 
ent expectoration of large nVrijiihts Of 
sputum, in many instances associated 
with Infections of thb nose and throat 
and also associated with involvement 
of the sinuses which surround the nose. 


In bronchiectasis the tissues of tlic 


lung are dilated. The profuse sputum 
sometimes has an unpleasant odor. 
However, even this symptom does not 
appeaer in all of the cases. 


It m'ust be borne in mind that early 


treatment of this condition is of the 
Utmost importance. Once the tissues 
of the lung have been damaged or de- 
stroyed by v the ' repeated infections, 
tljey cannot be restored. 


Whereas collapse of the lung by arti- 


ficial pneiiYnpthorax is freqilently help- 
ful in the conti-ol of tuberculosis, It 
does not seem to offer much in the 
way of curing bronchiectasis. 


Once the constant dilation and in- 


fection in the lung is established, con- 
trol is exceedingly difficult. In many 
instancesThe most that can be "done is ' 
to suggest to those concerned that 
they go to parts of the country that are 
warm and dry as patients seem to do 
better .under such conditions.

payroll tax just now—as provided in 
the present act—would act as a further 
deterrent to business.

Just now they can do that* 
as the present revenues more than 
equal the limited benefit!, being paid.

Borah's Views 


The opposition point of view aired 


by Senator Borah in a recent speech 
is that England is a trustworthy ally 
only when her own interests happen 
to be favor to her being truslworlhy., 
Czechoslovakia, relying for indepen;| 
dence upon England, Was abandoned 
at Munich. Earlier, in the first oul- 
break of Japanese and Chinese hostili- 
lies in 1931, Ihe Uniled Stales pro- 
posed to lake an affirmalive slant! 
against Japan. 
England also was 


bound by a treaty to disapprove any 
change in China's position. Yel when 
Japan moved in England refused lo 
oin the Uniled Slates in bringing 
pressure. 
She left no doubt thai 


she considered Japanese 
friendship 


more important than the territorial 
ntegrity of China, that is the Borah 
position. 


And the thing has political signi- 
icance as .well. While just at pre- 
sent there is a predominant public 
sentiment in favor of lending U.S. 
support lo Ihe democracies, Ihere are 
Iwo subslantial elements of the pop- 
ulation not certain lo follow, the 
luge midwest German population and 
the eastern Irish population.

which insure sufficient heat, adequate 
venelation and sanitation, Mr. Moore 
advises.

Trick snaps of a man/talking to 
himself are easy.

\ CCIDENTAL double exposures, 
^* two pictures on one film, spoil 
many snapshots,, though once iri a 
while the result is amusing. But 
double exposure can also bo used to 
produce trick pictures that astonish 
and baffle your friends. 


All you need is a firm support for 


your camera, and a black .back- 
ground. Such a background is easy 
to obtain indoors at night If you 
have a broad doorway between two 
rooms. Simply pose your subject 
before the open doorway, with the 
room back of him dark. See diagram. 


Two amateur "flood" bulbs in 


cardboard reflectors will '. provide 
enough light for box camera snap- 
shots, it high speed film is used. 
Place them as shown in the diagram, 
keeping light out of the far room. 


The trick picture shown above— 


a man arguing with himself—was 
made by double exposure. First,' he 
sat flown on one side of the card 
table, and one picture was snapped. 
Then he walked around to the other 
side o£ the table and posed for a sec- 
ond snapshot. Naturally, the fllm 
was not wound until after the sec- 
ond exposure, and the camera was 
not moved. If the camera had 
moved, the card table would have
